The Torrance Parent - Teacher 
Association held the final meeting 
of the year in the high school audi­ 
torium Wednesday afternoon.

The treasurer's report showed a 
neat balance in the treasury, with 
all hills paid. It was voted to 
divide this balance between the 
music departments of the high and 
elementary schools and the Par­ 
ent-Teacher Association.

The report on the Mothers' Edu­ 
cational Center showed the interest 
was still keeping up, 28 babies be­ 
ing present. Dr. Maude Wilde be­ 
ing III, Dr. Zada Higgins did the 
work of both doctors. The next 
baby day will be Monday, July 14. 
There will be none in August.

Mrs. Stock, retiring president, 
thanked the members for their 
support and interest shown In the 
work. The work of the P.-T. A. 
touched a few high spots during 
the year. They have worked with 
the Chamber of Commerce and the 
Woman's Club in work for the 
good of the town, they have pur­ 
chased supplies for the elementary 
school, and have helped the high 
school with their cafeteria.

Mrs. Stock then Introduced Mrs. 
McRobcrts, president of the tenth 
district of Los Angeles, being our 
own district. Mrs. McRoberts ex­ 
pressed amazement that the room

was not filled with mothers in­ 
terested In the child and Its school 
life.

It is not what we get out of the 
P.-T. A. work, but what we put 
in it, that counts. The organiza­ 
tion was formed because of the 
common Interests of the people. 
There are 46 states that have Par­ 
ent-Teacher Associations, besides 
Hawaii and Alaska. England be­ 
gan organizing Parent-Teacher As- 
soc : utions last year.

There are 700,000 members in 
the t'nited States, California hav­ 
ing the largest membership of any 
state. The Parent-Teacher Associ­ 
ation is an organization where the 
mother and teacher can band to­ 
gether for the welfare of the child.

California ranks first in its sub­ 
scriptions for Founders' Day. a lit- 
tlo over $1000 being subscribed.

Mrs. McRoberts spoke briefly on 
the state convention held in May 
at Pasadena, touching on the new 
rule lor representatives at conven­ 
tions, by which (here will be one 
representative for each 25 associ­ 
ations in the federation instead of 
one representative for each 5000 
members. The tenth district, hav­ 
ing 150 associations in its federa­ 
tion, is entitled to six seats on the 
state board.
